SLEEPING IN THE MORGUE 


When Louis Brennan of 
Cedar’ Rapids, Iowa, grew 
weary the other night, he strol- 
led into the morgue and went 
to sleep among the dead. 

Rather foolish, but Louis re- 
deemed himself in the morn- 
ing. He awakened, discovered 
where he was and walked out 
among the living. 

There will be a smile for 
Louis—and some of those who 
smile will not realize that they, 
too, are sleeping in a morgue— 
the resting place of dead ideas. 

There is the idea that war is 
inevitable. The notion that 
the world is not progressing. 
The hunch that superstition is 
superior to science. The belief 
that prosperity depends on 
politicians. 

And a dozen others—all dead 
and forgotten by intelligent 
people. 

Yet thousands still sleep with 
such ideas in the mausoleums 
of departed theories. 

Louis Brennan, when _ he 
awakened and found out where 
he was, walked out. 

But how many sleepers-with- 
dead-ideas, when they awaken 
have the sense to follow his ex- 
ample? 


THE PARADE OF 
CIVILIZATION 


In southwestern Arizona the 
remains of an ancient city, old 
before America was discovered, 
are found accidentally. There 
are streets, house walls, brok- 
en pottery and traces of an ir- 
rigation system.

It is generally known that! 
the school child should receive | 
regular health supervision in 
order that he may get the most 
out of his school years, and| 
start out into adult life with a) 
sound body. Throughout the} 
civilized world, we find doctors, | 
nurses and dentists working in 
the schools to safeguard the) 
health of the school children. 

It is generally understood 
also that the well baby should 
be supervised by the doctor in} 
order that the mother may be; 
advised as to the care her baby | 
requires, so that she may pro- 
tect her infant from disease, 


proper development. Each! 
year an increasing number of 
mothers take their well babies 

to their doctor for health sup- 
ervision. They do this because | 
they have learned that by fol- 
lowing the advice they receive 

their babies are kept well. In 

many places, well-baby con- 
ferences are held for the pur- 
pose of giving health super- 
vision. 

As a result of this preventive 
work which has been done for 
infants and_ school-children, 
there has been among them a 
great reduction in disease, and 
a marked improvement in their 
health. The results have been 
so satisfactory that such work 
is extending, and in some 
places, the health supervision 
which is being given reaches 
practically every infant and 
school child. 

Until a short time ago, the 
young child, between infancy | 
and school age, was thought 


\not to require any particular 


care. It is only recently that 
the toddler, or pre-school child, | 
has been, as it were, discovered 
to require health supervision. 

The child, from one to six, is | 
passing through years where 
growth and development are 
rapid. He requires proper care | 
if he is to develop properly. } 
He needs guidance if he is to 
form the habits of life which 
are so important to his physical 
and mental health. These are 
the years when the child re 
auires the right kinds of food 
if he is to have a_properly- 
developed, sound body when he 
enters school, His diet should 
include cereals, meats and 
veretables; particularly does 
he require milk each day, fruit 
at least once a day, and green 
leafy vegetables regularly. He 
hould not have tea, coffe 
fried foods, pie, pickles, or rich 
‘vakes and puddings. He should 
not be given food or candy be 
tweon meals as this spoils the 
appetite.
